| | Bankrupts, have been in many refpeas found to be defeaive and 

mfufficient, for the purpofes of fecuring as fpeedy and equal a 
diftribution of Bankrupts Eftates among their feveral Creditors, and at as 
finall an expence as may be : 

And particularly whereas Creditors find great difficulties in proving a as 
of bankruptcy though committed by Debtors manifeftly infolvent, by feafoit 
that fuch Perfons frequently commit fuch aas of bankruptcy fecretly, to 
prevent becoming liable to the Laws relating to Bankrupts, and to prevent 
their Eftates from being divided thereunder among their Creditors : 

And whereas it will tend greatly to promote and eftablilh credit and 
confidence among Perfons engaged in trade, that the provifions of the 
Bankrupt Law fhould be made to extend to all Traders and Perfons now 
liable to be made Bankrupts who (hall become infolvent, thouo-h fuch 
Perfons may not have committed any aft of bankruptcy according to foe 
Laws now in force refpeaing Bankrupts, or commit fuch ads lb privately 
that fame cannot be proved ; 1 J

dend of his Lffate, which in many cafes do not nor can take place for 
many months after the furrender of faid Bankrupt, whereby the Bankrupt 
and his Family are often driven to great diftrefs, which in many inftances 
is the occafion of the Bankrupt concealing and embezzling part of his
